IN  THE  CHAIR. 


HE  Committee  beg  to  report  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers 


i  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  1906  was  heavier  in 
every  department  than  in  any  previous  year,  except  that  the  daily 
average  of  Patients  in  the  Wards  was  higher  in  1903. 

The  number  of  Ophthalmic  cases,  which  increased  from  381  in 
1904  to  679  in  1905,  again  rose  during  the  last  year  to  934. 

Through  the  munificence  of  Mrs.  Swan,  of  Teddington,  a  new 
Ophthalmic  wing  is  now  in  course  of  construction ;  the  cost  of 
furniture  and  equipment  of  the  Building  being  also  borne  by  the 
kind  donor. 

This  Wing  will  bear  the  name  of  the  “Benjamin  Bousfield  Swan 
Memorial  Wing,”  and  is  presented  to  the  Royal  Hospital  in  memory 
of  her  late  husband  by  Mrs.  Swan,  who,  in  addition,  has  given  a 
further  sum  of  £2,100  which  has  been  invested  towards  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  an  Endowment  Fund  for  these  Wards.  It  is  believed  that 
with  the  exception  of  Croydon  General  Hospital  this  is  the  only 
Hospital  outside  the  Metropolitan  area  in  Surrey  and  Middlesex 
with  special  treatment  for  Ophthalmic  cases. 
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Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales 
have  graciously  signified  their  intention  of  visiting  the  Hospital 
on  the  loth  of  April  next,  and  opening  these  Wards,  when  Her 
Royal  Highness  the  Princess  has  also  consented  to  receive  purses. 

The  Committee  of  Management  regret  to  have  to  record  a 
serious  falling  off  in  their  annual  income  from  various  sources. 

The  total  amount  received  from  all  sources,  including  a  legacy 
of  £200  from  Miss  Emily  A.  Nottidge,  was  £3,729  9s.  9d.,  while 
the  year’s  expenditure  appears  as  £4,999  16s.  6d.,  and  in  order  to 
meet  their  liabilities  the  Committee  were  compelled  to  sell  £1,000 
of  Consols,  which  realised  £880  16s.  9d.  They  also  transferred  to 
the  General  Account  the  sum  of  £199  7s.  lid.,  the  balance  of  the 
old  Building  Fund  Account.  The  accounts  for  1906  thus  show  a 
balance  due  to  the  Treasurers  of  £190  2s.  id.,  and  that  the 
expenditure  exceeded  the  ordinary  income  by  nearly  £1,300. 


In  comparing  the  various  sources  of  income  the  Committee 
have  to  record  with  much  regret  that  the  annual  subscriptions  have 
again  decreased  £36  9s.  6d.  The  Church  collections,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  kind  efforts  of  the  clergy  and  ministers  of  all  denom¬ 
inations,  have  fallen  off  to  the  extent  of  £17  18s.  8d  ,  and  the 
Collecting  Boxes  show  a  decrease  of  £79  12s.  4d.,  which  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  completion  of  Messrs.  John  Aird  and  Sons’ 
contracts  in  connection  with  tlie  various  waterworks  on  the 
Middlesex  side  of  the  Thames.  The  donations  show  a  welcome 
increase  of  £78  Is.  od.,  and  the  collections  of  the  Friendly 
Societies  £8  Is.  5d.,  making  a  total  of  £86  2s.  10d.,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
gratitude  to  those  who  work  so  well  for  this  source  of  income. 


The  financial  position  of  the  Royal  Hospital,  as  described 
above,  and  as  it  appears  in  the  statement  of  Receipts  and  Expendi¬ 
ture,  can  no.  but  cause  much  anxiety  to  the  Committee. 


While  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital  are  annually  increasing 
through  the  demands  of  modern  medical  science  as  regards  nursing, 
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Ac.,  the  Ophthalmic  Department,  and  various  other  causes,  the 
income  is  steadily  decreasing. 


The  Committee  did  not  without  careful  consideration  avail 
themselves  of  Mrs.  Swan’s  noble  offer,  but  seeing  the  large 
number  of  residents  in  Richmond  and  the  neighbourhood  who 
avail  themselves  of  the  Ophthalmic  Department  they  did  not  con¬ 
sider  that  they  would  be  justified  in  declining  a  Wing,  completely 
equipped,  offered  to  them  free  of  cost,  and  trust  that  the  residents- 
of  the  Borough  and  neighbourhood  will  in  appreciation  of  the 
immense  boon  that  it  will  prove  to  many  sufferers  come  forward 
to  provide  the  extra  expenditure  that  these  Wards  will  entail. 

The  Committee  have  to  record,  with  very  great  regret,  the 
death  of  two  of  their  colleagues,  viz.,  Mr.  Somers  Thomas. 
Gascoyne,  one  of  the  earliest  subscribers  to  the  Hospital  and  a 
member  of  the  Committee  of  Management  from  its  foundation. 
The  late  Mr.  Gascoyne’s  practical  knowledge  and  assistance  were 
always  at  the  service  of  the  Committee  in  all  the  extensions  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  establishment  during  the  past  30  years  : 
also  Mr.  Thomas  Meadows  Clarke,  a  staunch  supporter  of  the 
Hospital  from  1886,  and  a  Member  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  since  1801,  and  a  very  regular  attendant  at  its  meetings  as 
well  as  those  of  the  House  Committee. 


Dr.  Robert  Brown,  the  Assistant  House  Surgeon,  resigned  in 
February,  1006, and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.Vickerman  who,  however, 
resigned  in  August,  when  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  Robert  Duncan,  who  still  holds  the  appointment. 


On  tie  17th  April,  1006,  Mr.  E.  R.  Barton,  D.D.S.  L.D.S., 
R.C.S,  Eng.,  was  appointed  one  of  the  Surgeon  Dentists  to  the 
Hospital,  vice  Mi.  Edwin  Pic-ton,  resigned. 


The  Members  of  the  Committee  retiring  by  rotation  are 
Professor  Hulme,  Mr.  J.  H.  Master,  and  Mr.  W.  handover,  who, 
however,  are  eligible  and  offer  themselves  for  re-election.  The 
vacancies  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  S.  T.  Gascoyne,  and  Mr.  1. 
Meadows-Clarke,  will  have  to  be  filled  up. 
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Among  the  larger  Donations  received  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  twelve  months,  the  Committee  are 
again  indebted  to  Mr.  George  Dance  for  £146  4s.  10d.,  the  result 
of  a  Matinee  kindly  arranged  by  that  gentleman,  at  the  Richmond 
Theatre,  on  the  6th  of  December  last,  on  which  occassion  Mr. 
Dance  paid  all  the  expenses  connected  with  the  performance  ; 
£100  from  the  Friendly  Societies  Committee  of  the  Carnival  and 
Fete,  held  on  the  22nd  August,  being  the  third  Donation  of  a  like 
amount  ;  £69  12s.  6d.  result  of  Mr.  W.  G.  East’s  annual  Cricket 
Match  ;  £50  2s.  6d.  received  from  Mrs.  Cuthbert  Brereton,  result 
of  a  Ball  ;  the  sum  of  £46  from  Mrs.  Porteous,  the  result  of  her 
annual  Sale  of  Work,  in  addition  to  £6  15s.  her  annual  half-crown 
-collection  ;  £25  5s.  result  of  Miss  Dorothy  Warner’s  Concert ;  £25 
from  Mr.  Henry  Smith’s  Charity  per  R.  A.  Warren,  Esq.,  J.P.  ; 
£12  from  Mid-Surrey  Golf  Club  :  Ten  guineas  each  from 
W.  Cockburn,  Esq.,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Richmond  Charities, 
and  a  Donation  of  £10  from  S.D.R.S.D. 

The  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  thankfully  acknowledg¬ 
ing  many  gifts  of  old  linen,  magazines,  &c.,  a  list  of  which  will 
be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  desire  to  thank  most  heartily 
the  Medical  Officers  for  their  valuable  assistance  as  also  the  rest  of 
the  Staff  of  the  Royal  Hospital.

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ABSTRACT  .OF  THE  RULES. 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House  Surgeon, 
shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of  recommendation 
at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  olclock  at  noon,  such  tickets  to 
remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at  all 
times,  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to  be 
In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of  the 
least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such 
as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required),  no 
insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or  suffering 
from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption,  or  any  disease 
that  may  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient. 

92.  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either  rejected 
as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to  that  effect 
shall  be  sent  to  the  person  b}^  whom  the  Patient  has  been  recom¬ 
mended. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital,  except  by  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any  visitor  be  detected 
taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing  anything  con¬ 
trary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be  strictly  prevented  from  entering 
in  future.
